SITUATION 

This is a fatal crash; the driver of vehicle (B) was pronounced dead at the scene. 

(Slide 1) It was daylight, the skies were clear, and (slide 2) the four-lane, asphalt surface was dry 
and free of defects. Case vehicle (A) was traveling north at a unknown speed in the left 
northbound lane. Vehicle (B) was traveling south in the right southbound lane. Vehicle (X) was 
stopped facing west on a three-lane asphalt road that intersects with the north-south 4-lane road. 
As case vehicle (A) and vehicle (B) approached the intersection of the two roads, vehicle (X) 
pulled out into the northbound lanes and stopped in the path of case vehicle (A). The driver of 
case vehicle (A) steered to the left into the southbound lane to avoided striking vehicle (X). The 
driver of vehicle (B) was unable to take any evasive maneuvers, and the front of case vehicle (A) 
struck the front of vehicle (B), resulting in significant underride to the front of case vehicle (A) 
and override to the front of vehicle (B). The driver of vehicle (B) died at the scene. The right- 
front passenger of vehicle (B) was flown to a local area hospital and was treated for life- 
threatening injuries. The driver, right-front, center-rear, and right-rear passengers of case vehicle 
(A) did not report any injuries. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slide 3) Direct damage to case vehicle (A) began at the right-front bumper corner and extended 
130 cm to the left across the front, resulting in 70-percent vehicle overlap. (Slide 4) The 
maximum crush was 57 cm to the right-front bumper. 



(Slide 5) Damage to vehicle (B) was severe. (Slide 6) The direct damage to vehicle (B) began at 
the left-front bumper corner and extended 84 cm to the right. (Slide 7) The maximum crush was 
51 cm to the left-front bumper. The left wheelbase was reduced 18 cm and the right wheelbase 
was reduced 5 cm. (Slide 8) Rescue personnel cut the upper A- and B-pillars to remove the roof, 
the hatchback, and (slide 9) the left door in order to extricate the occupants. 



Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program, and (slides 10, 11, 12 and 13) crush 
profiles measured for case vehicle (A) and (slides 14, 15, 16 and 17) vehicle (B), the impact 
severities shown in the following table were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 

Exterior 

(Slide 18) Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. In the front, (slide 19) the right headlight 
assembly, the bumper, the grille, the hood, the hood latch, and the right hood hinge were 
damaged. The right bumper corner was shifted 41 cm to the left, and the left bumper corner was 
shifted 25 cm to the left. The hood latch was damaged and jammed closed, but had been pried 
open by rescue or tow yard personnel. The hood was buckled and the rear edge of the hood was 
slightly elevated, but it did not contact the windshield. (Slide 20) There was a stress crack along 
the right-lower portion of the windshield. (Slide 21) The right upper and lower radiator supports 
were pushed rearward and to the left. 

On the right side, (slide 22) the fender and front wheel were damaged, and (slides 23 and 24) the 
wheelbase was reduced 1 1 cm. On the left side, (slide 25) the fender was deformed, and (slide 
26) the wheelbase was reduced 5 cm. There was no damage to the rear of the vehicle. 



Interior 

This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact airbags, and (slides 
27 and 28) both deployed. (Slide 29) The right-rear portion of the steering-wheel airbag fabric 
was burned and melted. (Slides 30, 31, 32 and 33) The upper flap of the steering-wheel airbag 
module cover was deformed, (slides 34 and 35) and there was a scuff mark on the lower flap. 
(Slides 36 and 37) There was no damage to the passenger airbag module cover, (slide 38) but 
there was a scuff mark on the upper left edge. (Slide 39) There was no damage to the steering- 
wheel rim or (slide 40) spokes. (Slide 41) The plastic knee bolster cover, (slide 42) upper vent 
outlets, (slide 43) right-front door panel, and (slide 44) front-seat center armrest were damaged. 



(Slide 45) The rear-view mirror was cracked. (Slides 46, 47, 48 , 49, 50, 51, 52, 53, 54, 55 and 
56) There were no intrusions and no other interior damage. 

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

(Slide 57) The 5-ft, 2-in, 150-lb, 43-year-old female driver was wearing the three-point belt and 
the (slide 58) frontal-impact airbag deployed. (Slide 59) There was only a slight webbing 
imprint on the plastic D-ring, (slide 60) but plastic transferred to belt webbing from the 
continuous loop and (slide 61) a webbing imprint on the continuous loop indicate belt use at the 
time of the crash. (Slide 62) There was also yellow mark of unknown origin on the shoulder belt 
webbing. The driver had reportedly positioned the seat in the forward seat-track position, had 
positioned the seatback in an upright position, and had adjusted the shoulder belt anchor point in 
the full-up position. 

On impact, the driver moved forward relative to the vehicle interior into the belt restraint and 
airbag. The upper airbag module cover may have contacted her right arm or chest, (slide 63) as 
evidenced by the deformed upper airbag module cover and (slide 64) a scuff mark on the lower 
airbag module cover, but no injuries were reported from this contact. Her left knee contacted the 
knee bolster below the steering column, (slide 65) as evidenced by a 12-by-12 cm scuff mark, 
and her right knee probably contacted the knee bolster, (slide 66) as evidenced by the 15-by-16 
cm scuff mark, but no knee injuries were reported. (Slide 67) There were scuff marks on the 
upper vent outlet and center instrument cluster, but these are possibly transfer marks from the 
passenger-side frontal-impact airbag. The driver did not report any injuries in this crash. 

(Slide 68) The 5-ft, 6-in, 135-lb, 14-year-old male, right-front passenger was wearing the three- 
point belt and the frontal-impact airbag deployed. He reportedly had the seat positioned in the 
most rearward seat-track position and had the seatback in an upright position. The adjustable 
shoulder belt anchor point was in the full-down position. (Slide 69) There were webbing 
imprints on the plastic D-ring and (slide 70) continuous loop, indicating belt use at the time of 
the crash. (Slide 71) There was an unknown substance on the belt webbing. 

On impact, the right-front passenger moved forward into the belt restraint and airbag, and his 
knees probably contacted the glove box area, (slides 72 and 73) as evidenced by a patterned 12- 
by 2 cm scuff mark on the upper portion of the glove box door. His lower leg and/or foot 



contacted the lower portion of the glove box, (slide 74) as indicated by a 24-by-9 cm scuff mark 
on the lower portion of the glove compartment door and a 9-by-3 cm scuff mark on the 
heater/ AC duct. His right knee probably contacted the right-front door panel, (slides 75 and 76) 
as evidenced by a scuff mark just forward of the stereo speaker. His right arm or right side may 
have contacted the right-front door armrest and hardware, (slide 77) as indicated by scuff marks 
on the handle and armrest. (Slide 78) There was also a witness mark on the seat headrest and 
(slide 79) blood on the seat cushion. In spite of these possible contacts, the right-front passenger 
reportedly did not sustain any injuries. 

(Slide 80) The 4-ft, 5-in, 71 -lb, 1 1 -year-old male, center-rear passenger was wearing the 
available lap belt, as indicated by (slide 81) a plastic transfer mark on the belt webbing. Also, 
(slide 82) the general condition of the belt webbing indicates regular belt use. On impact, he 
moved forward relative to the vehicle interior and his head or arms contacted the front-seat center 
console/armrest, (slides 83 and 84) as evidenced by scuff marks along the upper edge. However, 
he did not sustain any injuries. 

(Slide 85) The 4-ft, 5-in, 71 -lb, 10-year-old male, right-rear passenger was wearing the three- 
point belt, as indicated by (slides 86 and 87) webbing imprints on the plastic D-ring and 
continuous loop. On impact, he moved forward into the three-point belt and was reportedly 
uninjured. 

The following tables and attached drawings (slides 88, 89, 90 and 91) summarize the information 
and absence of injuries for the four occupants of the case vehicle (A).
